SURRY VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT - 1995 


Members continued their activities this year on all fronts both emergency 
and town support projects. It was a typical year call-wise with no major fire 
losses. Medical calls continued to outnumber fire calls with a mix of auto 
accidents as well. We did a public assist burn of a garage at David Smith’s 
residence this summer. 


Members Mike Bisson and William Williams completed the Firefighter I 
course this spring. This represented a large commitment of time and effort 
on their part and brings to 10 the number of certified firefighters on our 
department. 


A big Thanks to all who helped on the removal of trees and the old roof as 
part of the re-roofing of the fire station. In the midst of summer heat we 
replaced the roof with a new metal one. We are pleased with its new 
appearance and performance. 


Carbon monoxide detectors are new allies in personal protection. There are 
several types now available and are a good mate to your smoke detectors. 


We suggest you consider the resettable type as some models use a one-time 
module which will not reset after tripped. Replacement modules are fairly 
expensive to replace. Carbon monoxide detectors are not a replacement for 
smoke detectors but rather a supplement with a specific hazard application; 
so check your smoke detector regularly. 


David Campbell, a new member and Surry resident, comes from Alstead 
fire department, is certified in firefighter I. Ken Maynard is now a Deputy 
Forest Fire Warden and can issue fire permits which are needed when there 
is NOW snow cover. 


Remember, use your seat belts, check smoke detector batteries and consider 
joining the fire department.

REPORT OF THE SURRY POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The Police Department had an increase in activity from last year. We 
also had our busiest year to date covering Motor Vehicle Accidents. 
Fortunately, only one resulted in serious bodily injury. 

Training still remains an important part of Police work. The 
Department attended numerous classes that resulted in our completing the 
mandatory in-service training requirements set by the state. This year (‘96) 
we’ll be needing to attend some training in Concord. This being the result 
of some state cut-backs and some of the training usually offered locally, no 
longer will be. 

The Army Corps of Engineers did indeed start charging an entrance 
fee to the Rec Area this past summer. They still have some “bugs” to work 
out with the way the entrance fee system is being handled, but overall, it 
worked out okay. General activity relating to the dam dropped as a result 
of having someone present at the Main entrance. However, as expected, we 
did experience a few vehicles parked along Rt. 12A while the occupants 
had gone through the woods to avoid going through the Main gate. 
Once again, please remember that the Rec Area closes at 8:00 pm 
Sharp! 

Our major purchase this year was anew Motorola Spectra police radio 
for the cruiser. This replaced the General Electric Delta SC that has been 
in service since we set up the cruiser. The GE was used when we bought 
it, and over the years had developed a few problems. It was decided to just 
replace it as opposed to keep repairing it. The Motorola radio is a State-of- 
the-Art truck mount unit that also supports unit ID. What this does is on 
every transmission, the radio also sends a unique ID that can tell dispatch 
that the Surry Cruiser is calling. 

Last year the town voted to establish a capital reserve fund for 
replacement of the Police Cruiser. We hope to continue adding to this fund. 

Thank you once again is extended to the Surry Fire, Rescue and 
Highway departments for their continued assistance and support 
throughout the year.

ARTICLE 3: To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to raise the 
FICA exclusion for election workers to $1,000.00 annually for services 
performed after December 31, 1994. The increased exclusion applies to 
mandatory FICA, mandatory medicare and voluntary Section 218 
agreements as modified by the State of New Hampshire. Voted in the 
affirmative. 


ARTICLE 4: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $5,000.00 to add to the Capital Reserve fund for the purpose of 
purchasing Highway Equipment or take any action in relation thereto. 
Voted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 5: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $35,000.00 for the purpose of making improvements to a portion of Old 
Walpole Road, to take any action in relation thereto. Voted in the 
affirmative. 


ARTICLE 6: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $5,000.00 to add to the Capital Reserve fund for the purpose of 
reconstruction of the culvert on the Surry Dam Road at the outlet of Mill 
Pond, or take any action in relation thereto. Voted in the affirmative. 
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ARTICLE 7: To see if the Town will vote to change the Building 
Inspection fees, or take any action in relation thereto. Voted in the 
affirmative. 


ARTICLE 8: To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve 
fund of $5,000.00 for the purpose of purchasing a vehicle for the use of the 
Police Department, or take any action in relation thereto. Voted in the 
affirmative. 


ARTICLE 9: To see if the Town will vote to accept the budget for the 
calendar year 1995 and to raise and appropriate the money to be expended 


according to the budget. Voted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 10: To transact any other business that may legally come 
before this meeting.
